JOB CORPS SEEKING CONTRACT 


FOR SPRINGVILLE HOSPITAL 


SPRINGVILLE 


‘Representatives of Valley 


Development, a Fresno-based 
private corporation, are meeting 
this week with Department of 
Labor officials in Washington, 
D.C. to discuss establishment of 
a Job Corps training center in 
the San Joaquin valley - with 
Springville hospital as one of 
several proposed sites. 

Bob Scott, administrative 
analysist for Tulare county and 
vice chairman of the Valley 
Development board of directors, 
stated that the Springville site is 
the most likely candidate for the 
center because the buildings are 
already standing. Job Corps 
policy, he said, generally adheres 
to improving existing facilities 


rather than building new ones. 


Funds for the project are 
available, he said, having already 
been allocated for Job Corps 
centers in Tennessee and West 
Virginia which were never 
developed. 

The Valley Development 
representatives will ask for a 
three-year, nine million dollar 
contract, Scott said. If the funds 
are obtained and an agreement is 
reached with Tulare county 
officials, the program could get 
underway as early as this 
summer, he added. 

Valley Development would 
then act as sub-contractors in 
obtaining whatever facilities and

If established in Springville, 
said Scott, the center would 
employ approximately 100 
persons locally, would train 300 
young people every seven or 
eight months, and would 
maintain an emergency 
out-patient clinic for area

Cattle Sale Is 
"Most Successful” 
Says Jack Shannon 


TERRA BELLA “Most 
successful” was the appraisal of 
the recent feeder cattle sale 
conducted by the Stockmans’ 
Market in Visalia under 
sponsorship of the Cattlemen’s 
associations of Tulare, Kern and 
Fresno counties, with 3,178 
head of consigned. cattle bringing

The sale was the first of its 
kind in the area and on the 
strength of its initial success, 
Shannon says it may well be 
scheduled on a permanent basis 
in the future.
